The beautiful 
memorial 
to 
Mary 
B iker Eddy, the Discovei**r and Found­ 
er 
of Christian 
Science, has 
been 
turned over to Tho Christian Science 
Board of Directors by Elbert S. Bar­ 
low of New York City who held the 
contract 
for its construction. 
The memorial, which is at Mt. Au­ 
burn cemetery, Cambridge, Mars., has 
required over a year and a half to 
complete. The fund for its construc­ 
tion, amounting to over $150,000, was 
first announced by the directors in 
June, 1911, and was some time ago 
fully subscribed. These * ont Dilution:; 
have been made as 
expressions of 
fc<‘Utiment 
by 
Christian 
Scientist^ 
throughout the world. 
The site on which the memorial Is 
located Is not only on** cf great nat­ 
ural beauty, but on account of Its 
grade has rendered possible a mor-* 
picturesque and interesting treatm er 
architecturally than would be po«st 
hie on a perfect level lot. Ti e plot, 
which is approximately flu feet square, 
slopes gradually from Ifce lev**l of 
the roadway to the lake with a drop 
of about ten feet. The memorial con­ 
sists of a circular open colonnade of 
eight eolumns. resting upon a stylo­ 
bate of three steps, surrounded on the 
front by a circular platform slightly 
above fib** natural grad**, from which 
platform a double flight of steps leads 


to a lower platform at the lake's cdg#. 
The scheme has no prototype and is 
merely a screen of columns open to 
tile sky, inclosing a flower grown cir­ 
cle. 
Th»» material used for the memorial 
Is Bethel white granite, the Inscrip­ 
tion In the frieze and upon the top of 
the pylons liking of whit*} bronze ret 
deep luto the stone work. Tho detail, 
which on account of the sh’** of the 
reproduction is only indicated, Is en­ 
tirely Morn! hi form and free in treat­ 
ment, the wild rose and the morning- 
glory being used as the main motives.

Public 
Rises 
In 
Indignation 
When 
Congressmen Refuse to Vote !n Ac­ 
cordance With the Adminintration's 
Desires — May Make Posto'fice De­ 
partm ent a Producer of Revenue.

Washington. 
May 
9.— [Special.]— 
How It wa* possible to get a majority 
of the house of representative# to 
abandon tho volunteer system for the 
army and vote a conscription plan 
would forever remain a mystery lf it 
were not patent on its face. 
President 
Wilson can get anything he wants in 
congress. 
A few weeks before the 
vote there was no doubt a majority 
favored the volunteer system. 
A Democrat who has had long serv­ 
ice In the house, who has disagreed 
with the president frequently, but sup 
ported bis measures, says that the 
wonderful hold Wilson lins on the peo­ 
ple Is responsible for his power 
I i i 
congress. “I^et a man oppose the pres­ 
ident. as Stone and La Follette dbl on 
the armed neutrality hill, and see what 
happens. 
'Utero Is a cry raised about 
failure to stand by the president The 
people rise up In great Indignation 
when congress does not do what the 
president wants." 


Postoffice Revenues. 
It has been a part of the plan of the 
ways and means committee, which has 
in preparation the bill to raise a large 
sum for Support of the government 
during the war, to change materially 
conditions in the postoffice department. 
Heretofore this department has never 
been looked upon as a revenue produc­ 
ing branch of tho government, 
lf the 
postoffice department pa hi Us way, 
collected enough revenue to make It 
self sustaining, that was all that was 
expected. 
There have been deficits ut 
times, which have been made up by 
appropriations from other funds in tbs 
treasury. 
Making th* Postoffice Produce. 
In times of war all conditions change, 
and it is now propoaed that tho post­ 
office department be made a revenue 
producer try increasing tho |»ostago of 
various classes of mutter. One cent, is 
to lie added to each pared of first elans 
or letter postage, including lmstnl Curtis 
and circulars. 
By far tho moat Inter­ 
esting feature of the proponed postal 
Increases Is that relating to the rate 
oil second class mail, mid It is one of 
tin1 most difficult problems which has 
been presented. 
Congress must take Into considera­ 
tion tin* possible destruction of many 
publications lf the rates are material­ 
ly Increased; also whether a large* In­ 
crease of rates would not go beyond a 
revenue producing standpoint. 
Increase of Postal Expenditures. 
Speaker Champ Clark called atten­ 
tion the other day to the fact that 
when he first came to congress the* 
postoffice appropriation Itll! amounted 
to less than $1 KURK),CKK), aud H O W It Is 
lifer $300,000,000. 
The speaker said that among the in 
creases wen* $17.000,OIH) for rural friv 
delivery; also that many cities aud 
towns have laid carrier service (‘stab­ 
bed. which has also increased the 
expenditures. Another Item of e\|«*nse 
was the “postoffice cm wheels," as he 
termed It. which has kept pace wit lr 
the business development of the coun­ 
try to such an extent that mail is han­ 
dled, routed and made ready for dis­ 
tribution while In transit. 
All this has been In the Interest of 
the growing business of the country 
and the demand of all cities arid sec­ 
tions for the rapid delivery of mall 
Naturally this applies more particular­ 
ly to first class mall—letters, postal 
cards, circulars, which relate largely 
to business transactions. 
On th* Lookout For Spits. 
Congressman Rogers of Massachu 
setts and Congressman l’latt of New 
York 
recently 
had

which shows that the jreople la rural 
districts are on the lookout for spies, 
rhese members of the house like to 
take long walks, 
tram ps of many 
miles. On a recent occasion they went 
to Manassas, Va., and walked over the 
famous civil war battlefields of that 
region. 
They decided to take a long 
hike to a railway which would bring 
them to Washington, but on tire way 
they found they had misjudged the 
distance and were obliged to seek re­ 
freshments at oue of the little stores 
at a crossroads.

will you please tell me how an a m a ­ 
teur can tim© valves by the flywheel on 
an ordinary car? 
Iii general you will find the flywheel 
of a motor marked for the proper tim­ 
ing so that you will not have to do 
anything further than to see that the 
marks register with the indicator at 
the proper time. In rase the flywheel 
Is not marked, however, the method of 
procedure is as follows: 
Bring the piston of No. I cylinder to 
upper dead center. On the frame of the 
motor, close to the flywheel, make a 
mark a n d 'then on the flywheel direct­ 
ly opposite tiffs mark make another, so 
that; tin* two register when the piston 
of No. I cylinder Is on upper dead cen­ 
ter. If there is no portion of tho en­ 
gine frame sufficiently close to the fly­ 
wheel for the two marks to register It 
will ire necessary to fasten to tin* “iigine 
some sort of an indicating mark, such 
us u piece of sheet metal, which ex­ 
tends close to the flywheel. The marks 
can then Im made on tills indicator. It 
Is very often possible to slip a piece cif 
sheet metal bent in a Z shape between 
tin* tw o halves of the crank case with a 
hole so arranged that one* of the bolts 
passes through the sheet of metal and 
holds it solidly. With the J Ireton of No.

Why is it that with the throttle of 
my car one-third open the car will do 
about thirty miles per hour and after 
this point, no matter how far I open 
tho throttle, there is no material in­ 
crease in speed? 
Your trouble may be with the control 
connections, which may oja-n the throt­ 
tle fully, when the throttle control lev­ 
er Is but mu* third iwound the quad­ 
rant, or your carburator adjustments 
may tic at fault. 
Have some one ma­ 
nipulate the throttle lever on the steer­ 
ing vvhind and watch the throttle lever 
on the carburetor for lost motion, 
lf 
this fails readjust your mixture. 


Does a mechanical lubricator need 
any adjusting as to how much oil to 
feed is needed? 
A mechanical lubricator generally 
lins adjustment* for each of t! e Indi­ 
vidual pumps 
which 
force tho oil 
through tho independent leads. 
The 
adjustment 
generally 
controls 
tho 
length of the pump stroke, which In 
turn governs tire amount of oil fed. \ 


The oil sight glass dome on the dash 
of a car is, according to my under­ 
standing, supposed to show at Isast 
ono-fourth inch of oil when the engine 
is running. 
Even when I put enough 
oil in to make the engino exhaust smoke 
tho oil bubbles a little. 
Hew would 
you account for this? 
I havo cleaned 
out tho tubes leading from the crank 
cace. 
The reason for this is cither that the 
oil level In tho crunk case Is too high, 
allowing the cranks to splash too much 
oil; your piston rings are worn or loose, 
allowing tile oil to Hlip past the piston, 
or your cylinders un* scored. 
If the 
latter Is true the cylinders will havo to 
tx* ground, and if tho scorings ar© cloop 
sufficient metal may have to Ire ground 
off to necessitate u repair size piston, 
or at least now rings. 
If the rings 
alone aro a t fault they may easily be 
replaced, 
If tho level is found to be 
too high cut down the overflow holes, 
lowering it so tile crunks will uot 
splash so much. 
If none of these avail 
tin* quality of lubricant must he ut 
fault. 


My engine will not run smoothly at less 
than 275 revolutions ser minute with 
the clutch out. 
It is a four cylinder 
with 4'/^ by 5 inch flin d e rs. 
Is thia 
too fast? 
Your motor when running Idle could 
turn over considerably slower to ad­ 
vantage. 
However, the limited range 
iii carburetor adjustment sometimes 
will not permit this. A slight air leak 
Iii tin*’throttle bearing# or manifold 
gaskets will prevent a slow s|a*ed ad­ 
justment. 


What can ce th* cause of a light t a p ­ 
ping sound in my ca'*? 
It can only be 
heard at a speed of thirty miles per 
hour or above. 
It is apparently in th© 
cam chaft or valves, as it loamo to oc­ 
cur once every two revolutions of the 
motor. 
This is probably 
to the spark tie­ 
ing too tar rethrd J when you arn 
running ut high x|*eed. Try advancing 
it moio ut these speeds. If it were the 
emu shaft or valves you would hear It 
at low aitesis also. 


Will you please tell me tho process 
of lapping pluton rings in cylinders? 
In Un* factories tho piston ring's are 
tapped in on the pistons, and iii most 
case,* this simply menus the running of 
tho engine for Hove rut hours by exter­ 
nal power. 
A l**lt from an overhead 
drive shaft Is placed over the flywheel 
and tin* engine driven thus until all 
parts are run in. 
I-upping in tile rings 
iii a repair shop should be dom* In the 
same way. Assemble them on tile pis 
tons and vvHlo using a giwnl supply of 
oil drive the mot or by external lam er 
for several hours if possible. 


I wish to ta ks down and overhaul the 
engine of my car, as the compression is 
weak. 
I am sure there is considerable 
carbon deposit in the cylinders. 
How 
should I go about this, and how should 
I adjust the bearings, if they need it, 
for the engine is noisy? 
To overhaul your motor proceed as 
follows: Remove the cylinders from 
the crank ease and hchih* the cylinder 
walls and hcudx of the pistons well, 
washing them with kerosene. 
Remove 
valves aud cages and thoroughly clean 
and griud them, 
lf they are badly 
worn it would tai advisable to put in 
m w’ valves and (ages. 
Examine the 
w rist pins, and if considerably worn 
renew the bushings. Take off the low­ 
er half of the crank case and sci* that 
both connecting r**d bearings aud main 
t>cnrings are tight and lit good cond! 
Mon.

The underslung frame is credited 
with having less side swing, all other 
tilings tieing equal, than un overhung, 
even though the latter frame be con­ 
siderably dropped. 
Tiffs is due to the 
fact that the center of weight bt the 
(►est examples of underslung practice 
Is practically at the same height as 
the spindles of the wheels; hence the 
centrifugal strain exerted in rounding 
comers, etc., Is applied equally on both 
wheels, the strain on the springs tieing 
lateral and alniut even; hence there is 
no give, and the body Is held practi­ 
cally rigid against all lateral motion. 
The overhung frame carries its cen­ 
ter of weight higher than the under­ 
slung; hence centrifugal strain is ex­ 
erted aliove the spindles, unevenly on 
the

and

springs, which are flexible In this di­ 
rection and give to the pressure of the 
laxly, causing side awing.

also permits the gasoline tank to be 
carried in the rear Instead of the 
cowl without use of the pressure ayu 
tem. This gasoline tank Is favored by 
the majority, alt (lough there are sev 
era I adherents to the cowl tank loca­ 
tion.

Strife May Be Prolonged and Every 
On© In This Country Witt Be Called 
Upon to "Do His Bit"— It Is Time For 
America to Look Situation In the 
Face.

Washington, May 12. — [Special.]— 
(Jur people may be deceived In regard 
to the duration of the war. 
Here la 
the capital of the country, where war 
conditions arc a constant .subject of 
discussion, we can find few' people who 
think that the American fortes will be 
engaged to any extent in the w ar in 
Europe. 
I ii tho Aret place, it Is said to be im­ 
possible to organize, arm. equip, drill 
und otherwise prepare a large body 
of American troops within eight or ten 
months. 
The opinion prevails to a 
large extent that the w ar will be over 
within a year or lest*. 


May Be Prolonged. 
Few people Iii this or any period of 
the world’s history are so gifted in tho 
line of prophecy us to present any re­ 
liable facts and figures to sustain the 
hoi** of our people* that the part which 
the United States is to play hi the war 
is simply that of furnishing funds utid 
supplies without the use of American 
troops upon the blood stained battle­ 
fields of Europe. 
It would be far better for our people 
to look the ffftiiatiou bi the face. 
It Is 
probable that the central powers, hav­ 
ing withstood the great onslaught made 
upon them, will continue to tight des­ 
perately for some time to come. While 
It Is most devoutly to be wished that 
the hopes of those who want the war 
to end very soon Will be realiz.ed, It 
Is well for our people lo be prepared 
tor its prolongation and to make ar­ 
rangements accordingly. 


A Difficult Task. 
It is the ambition of nearly every rej>- 
resentatlve to become a member of the 
ways aud means committee of the 
house, and yet few envy the task of 
framing a revenue measure to rulse the 
immense sums of money necessary to 
carry on Hie war. 
In some particulars 
they art* not harassed us they are 
when un ordinary revenue bill is fram ­ 
ed Iii tlmew>f peace, for af those times 
an effort Is made to secure taxes in the 
least burdensome manner.

< >ne thing la certain, tin* ism fide of the 
country^ must make tip their minds to 
pay heavily for tin* part which the 
United States will take in the great 
war. 
Boys In th* Civil War. 
For many years there has been go­ 
ing the rounds of the country a story 
about boys fighting In tin* civil war. 
Many u man linn taken a shot at It. 
I 
have made a spread on it myself as it 
lias been published time after time In 
the Congressional Record. William Al­ 
den Smith of Michigan and Knute Nel­ 
son of Minnesota have told the story iii 
the senate, while Augustus I*. Gardner 
of Massachusetts and others have told 
it In the house. 
Statistically inclined 
individuals have stored It In their 
minds. 
And now along comes General 'Mc­ 
Cain, a matter of fact adjutant general 
of the army, and knocks it all Into a 
cocked hat. 
He shows that no compu­ 
tation was ever mudc and that the best 
estimate that can In* made from the of­ 
ficial invest I gat Ions In the war d e t r i ­ 
ment Is that the average age of soldiers 
who fought in the civil w ar was tw e n ­ 
ty-eight years. 
Represents Hia People. 
Before the vote was taken on the 
army bill Congressman Garner of Tex 
as declared himself plainly In regard be 
it. 
“I am going to vote for conscrip­ 
tion,** he said. 
“ I do not believe lu 
It, but my people want It. and I think 
I will in this Instance represent the 
people of my district." 
Then Garner showed why he and a 
lot more men In congress who did not 
believe in conscription voted for It 
"l>o you know,** said the Texan, “that 
tx) man over lived In this country who 
had the people so completely with him 
as Woodrow Wilson? 
‘Stand bv the 
president’ Is the motto of nearly all 
the i*eople. 
They believe that any­ 
thing he wants should be promptly 
voted." 
Beresford and McCumber, 
Lord Beresford, the famous English 
navy man who wanted to do more for 
small craft of his navy long before the 
war began, is alarmed over tire man 
lier In which the submarines have been

United State* must best the submarine 
lf we are to wiu the war.
